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Some advice to the ASF on its coach 


Criteria for selecting 
a new national coach 


FOR about seven 
years | have been 
closely observing 
coaching and its 
effects on Australian 
soccer. 

The improvement in 
the standard here is ob- 
vious to any interested 
observer. : 

I is due to better 
training of club coaches. 
and also in the training 
carried out at central 
level by the ASF coaches 
such as Frank Arok, 
Eddie Thomson and 
others. 

Similar improvement 
has occurred in world 
soccer. 

During the last few 
‘years several individuals 
of international stan- 
dard have emerged, and 
the Australian team has 
played a number of good 

jendly” international 
as well as at the 

Olympic Soccer Tourna- 
ment in Seoul 1988. 

In order to achieve 
world rank it is neces- 
sary to qualify for the 
most important test. 
which is the finals of 
FIFA World Cup. 

It is a fact that this 
aim was not reached in 
the last four elimination 
rounds for the world 
series (Argentina 1978, 
Spuin 1982, Mexico 
1986, and now Italy 
1990), 

There are no such 
things as results without 
causes, and it is the task 
of the ASF and its 
coaches to determine 
those causes. 

This should be the 
basiy for working out the 
plans to carry out train- 
ing programs for the 3-4 
years cycle covering the 
eliminations for the 
FIFA World Cup in 
USA 1994. 

In order to reach this 
ask, in the first place it 
most necessary to 
raise the standard of 
coaching in the clubs. 

One sees good indi- 
vidual players on the 
field more and more fre- 
queatly. 

So what remains to be 
done is to skilfully build 
a strong representative 
Australian team. 

This requires pers 
tent and hard effort, 
especially when faced 
with the improvement of 
standards world wide. 

One of the most im- 
partant steps by ASF to- 
wards achieving this is 
the choice of the national 
coach (for the Austra- 
lian National A team, 
Australian Olympic 
team, and Youth teams

Nee to advocate the worth- 
while cause of appropriate reform for 
Soccer football in Australia over recent 
years. 

ASW began its campaign at a time when it was 
highly unpopular to do so, and whea the powers 
that be took umbrage against the progressive 
views expressed. 

Later on, it became clear that some of the 
greatest opponents of ASW’s initiative were in 
favour of at least certain of the changes. 

They could see that, properly conducted, a city 
by city national league — usually mentioned hy 
them as a maximum of 12 clubs — should result in 
a big leap forward. 

ASW said that promotion and relegation was 
not the answer to progress in Australia — instanc- 
ing Australian rules, rugby league and basketball 
— the successful team sports. 

Fragmentation has been one of the banes of 
soccer's existence. 

‘The reasons for lack of improvement should not 
be over simplified, in fact there are a few cases of 
clubs which haye made giant leaps forward. 

No-one should expect immediate wonders, but a 
new era must come now or later because the game 
will geadually pass into the hands of those who 
know no other home but Australia, 

Marconi is one club which was on the inevitable 
pattern of decline when it decided to invest in the 
new generation, and has brought results that have 
moyed it into top class in the attendance stakes. 

Melbourne Croatia and Adelaide City are 
others to show real enterprise. 

But, on the other hand too many clubs stagger 
on, burdened by the weight of their lack of sup- 
port or monumental management faults. 

To disgress for a moment, the ASF presidency 
has past from Jan Brusasco to John Constantine.

Coaching licence 9 =====<—= 


= is quickly needed 


THE recent 
announcement by 
Eddie Thomson that, 
if he has his way, 
every coach of a 
junior soccer team 
will one day have a 
certificate of compe- 
tence (ASW, March 
21) is to be applauded 
and should be sup- 
ported by every level 
of the game. 

Thomson is quite cor- 
rect when he says in that 
article that not enough 
people in the game are 
doing coaching courses 
and the introduction of 
coaching licences will 
compel them to do so. 

He is also correct in 
saying that there is a 
strong possibility that 
many of them will pro- 
gress Irom level | to 
level 2 courses and that 
their knowledge will im- 
prove at least 30% as a 
result. 

His concluding state- 
ment that the licensing 
programme will need to 
be phased in over a 
period of ovo to three 
years is also spot-on. 

This effectively 
means that if the pro- 
gramme is approved 
tomorrow for com 
mencement in 1991 it 
will be fully operational 
for the beginning of the 
1994 season, 

We should then begin 
to see its true effects by 
the year 2004, 

While it is important 
for Thomson to follow 
through with his plan to 
study the licensing pro- 
grammes used in West 
Germany and The 
Netherlands, it is equal 
ly important for the 
administrators to 
approve and implement 
the plan at the earliest 
possible time. 
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They must be far- 
sighted enough to real- 
ise that it will take 
approximately 15 years 
to mature and to reap 
the full benefit which 
will be better quality 
locally produced 
players, 

At the moment, the 
majority of junior 
coaches are looking for 
short-cuts to success and 
they are disappointed 
when they find there are 
none, 

The result is that well- 
meaning parents who 
have little knowledge of 
the game and no idea 
about coaching are co- 
opted to superyise the 
teams. 

What an advantage it 
would be if clubs are 
forced (o provide these 
volunteers with training 
in the form of coaching 
courses. 

Experience shows 
that once people feel 
they know what they are 
doing, they are keen to 
20 on with the job. 

The fact that they will 
receive some (raining 
may encourage even 
more volunteers to 
come forward when 
clubs and the game 
needs them most. 

And what would be 
the public perception of 
the game once it was 
learned that every 
young player was being 
coached by a qualified 
person? 

There can be little 
doubt that it would be 
very positive indeed and 
the true growth of the 
pame would be more 
likely

administrators and 
coaches must get their 
heads together and take 
some hard decisions in 
this area today for the 
sake of the game of the 
future. 

Their personal desire 
to produce winning 
teams when coupled 
with the “pressure” 
irom misguided parents 
who demand results 
every week. has led 
junior coaches to seek 
out methods which will 
produce two points 
from every match 

The tragedy is that, in 
doing so. they are ignor 
ing the long-term in- 
terests of the children 
who will have very litle, 
if any, chance of progre- 
ssing (0 the upper levels 
of the game because 
their skills ability will 
not allow them to cope 
with the demands at the 
Senior standard 

The simple answer to 
this problem is to “en- 
courage” junior coaches 
to attend coaching 
courses before they are 
allowed to take charge 
of a team, 

The courses will teach 
them the correct 
coaching methods and 
these will be passed on 
to the children who will 
benefit from the resul- 
tant increased standard 
of play. 

This is only one of the 
benefits to be gained 
along the way to the 
maturity of the prog- 
ramme, 

There are others, 

Every year junlor 
elubs have difficulty in 
finding enough coaches 
for their teams.
